NOTE OF MEETING, 12 JANUARY, WINDMILL CENTRE 

This report is drawn from the Parish Council’s ow draft minutes. The reason? The PC 
changed the place without telling us. Consequently your editor waited outside the Tow 
Hall, in the cold, with the Cherwell Council chairman. He hadn't been told either. 
MR M O'NEILL'S recent death was regretted. He was a former Parish Councillor with 20 
years’ service. A letter of condolence and appreciation will be sent to Mrs O'Neill. 
MR_J SCOTT, whose environmental work has been a great asset to the parish, has now 
moved to the North of Scotland. A letter of thanks will be sent. 
TRAFFIC REFUGE, DEDDINGTON HIGH ST The scheme approved by a majority at November's 
PC meeting has since been opposed by a member after inspecting the site. The Clerk 
therefore not instructed the County Council to proceed. His authority for this was 
questioned and the legalities of the matter will be discussed at Feb's PC meeting. 
COAT OF ARMS See page 3. 

GRASS CUTTING Mr Boss's quote for 7 cuts in Hempton (£735), and Clifton (£490) was 
accepted. He is now responsible for all verge cutting within the 30mph Parish limit. 
HEMPTON FOOTPATH/CYCLE TRACK still requires work before PC will pay the bill. 

HOLLY TREE CLUB 1. Charity Commission has suggested that PC could be formally 
appointed Custodian Trustee to hold legal title to the property, while the HTc 
Committee, as Managing Trustees, continued to manage and administer the Charity. The 
Committee could amend the Constitution to allow a PC representative to be appointed. 
PC asked the Clerk to establish the precise status of the Council should these 
Suggestions be approved. 2. Rewiring of the premises - Harrison Electrical's quote of 
£1838 + VAT was accepted. ; 

LOW-COST HOUSING Only 9 application forms have been received so far. [ANYBODY 
INTERESTED SHOULD PHONE THE PARISH CLERK ON 37447 AT NEW OFFICE IN WINDMILL CENTRE. ] 
PLANNING AND PROPERTY 1. Plot 3, Boulderdyke Farm, Clifton - erect 4 bedroomed 
detached house and garage plus ancillary works. PC objected because of overlooking. of 
existing property. 2. Plots 13-14, The Beeches, Earls Lane - revised plans: reduced 
to 3 bed properties with lower roofline. A successful conclusion. 

3. Leadenporch Farm - erection of 2 further chicken sheds and ancillary works. PC 
needs time to take account of public opinion. The issues include - increased traffic 
on the bridleway and possible detriment to walkers and riders: doubling in size of 
present operation: dominant position in landscape: increased production involving 
greater nuisances (smells, traffic etc) to the local population: disposal of litter 
from the rearing houses: potential pollution problems to water courses: to mention but 
a few. PC to write holding-letter to CDC, pending receipt of comments from 
parishioners. [IF YOU HAVE VIEWS ON THIS, PLEASE CONTACT PARISH CLERK IMMEDIATELY, FOR 
CONSIDERATION AT 16 FEBRUARY PARISH COUNCIL MEETING. ] 

WINDMILL CENTRE In addition to the extra sum of £15,900 already authorised, a further 
£9,800 will be required, which includes £5,000 for anti-condensation insulation to 
existing roof, £3000 fire-resistant painting of new and existing steelwork and £1,000 
for curtains between sports hall and new extension. The multi-use pitch would cost 
some £41,000, and the Foundation for Sport and the Arts had offered a grant of £18,000 
towards it. PC voted 9-0 (4 abstentions) to allocate a further £42,000 of Capital. 
Cllr Hill stated this should be the last increase in capital expenditure. 

GRANTS Playgroup Fencing, Windmill Centre. Two quotes - £5,051 + VAT (Barrett 
Construction) and £2,854.94 + VAT (REJ Fencing Services), REJ also proposed an 
alternative scheme at £1,396.54 + VAT which PC accepted by 7 votes to 2. 

TRAFFIC CALMING - EARLS LANE - County Engineer's Department’ wants £1500 to design 
suitable scheme. PC voted (7-3) to proceed but design costs not to exceed £1000. 
INVESTMENT OF PARISH FUNDS £450,000 at 7.9 percent variable until 27 April 1995:, 
£262,00 at 4.9375% fixed until end of January 1994: £31,927 at 4.25% on 14 days 
notice. £11,858 at 2.125% overnight. TOTAL £755,785. 

PARISH PRECEPT PC voted (8-5) not to levy a precept (for the second year running) so 
reducing everybody's Council Tax.

DOG LITTER BINS would be emptied free for 1994/5; there would be an annual 
maintenance cost of £105.70 per bin thereafter.

‘A GREAT HONOUR AND A GREAT OCCASION 


With the authority of the Crown, and on receipt of a Warrant from the 
Earl Marshal, the Kings of Arms have granted a Coat of Arms, with 
supporters, to Deddington Parish Council. An illuminated document will 
be presented at a solemn ceremony in Deddington Parish Church on 
a 16 April 1994. Afterwards there will be a Fayre in the Market 

ace, 


Only six or seven vilkages have ever been granted arms, and Deddington 
is the first Parish in all England, other than chartered boroughs, to 
have supporters granted to its arms. 


The arms represent the three manors of the Parish - Castle of Windsor, 
Duchy and Christ Church - and these are symbolised on the shield by a 
red cross, a wolf's head and an engrailed cross, all enclosed within a. 
embattled border, signifying a town, enclosed and protected. The crest 
represents Deddington Castle and a chained eagle symbolises Piers 
Gaveston who was imprisoned there (or in Castle House). The supporters 
- an ox on one side of the arms and a horse on the other - represent the 
market (and also Oxfordshire) and the horsefair respectively. Sheaves 
of wheat represent local farming. 


The motto - preo on anan gebundene - is in early English, not Latin, 
because Deddington was a settlement well before the Norman Conquest. 
It means three joined together in one, which refers to the three manors 
and also, no doubt, to the three villages of the Parish - Deddington, 
Clifton and Hempton.

Funerals: 17 December 93 in Deddington EVELYN MARY COLLINSON, aged 87 years. 
Evelyn was born in 1906 and spent much of her early life in Dorset. In the early 30s 
she travelled to Kenya and on the voyage met Harry Collinson, 4 merchant navy 
officer, whom she married in Kensington in 1940. She joined the WRNS in 1943. After 
the war Evelyn and Harry kept @ smallholding in North Waltham, near Basingstoke, 
until Harry retired in the late 50s. They moved to Scotland. Harry died in 1960 and 
@ few years later Evelyn moved back to England and eventually into Deddington. She

In 1947 they 
married and had twins, Jennifer and Stuart. The family then moved to Stratford on 
Avon and later to Eastbourne and then Seaford. She was employed as a buyer for 
ladies’ fashions in a large department store and then opened children's clothes 
shops in Eastbourne, Lewes and Seaford. In the early 70s Enid moved to Gt Bourton. 
Here she met John Maslin, a widower, and so began another marriage. They lived in 
Aynho. Whilst in Gt Bourton she was a beauty consultant with Charles of the Ritz and 
travelled widely to promote products and give advice. After John's death 8 years 
ago, Enid returned for a short time to Seaford and then came to Deddington. In 
earlier days in Seaford she participated in amateur dramatics. She enjoyed playing 
Bridge, painting in oils, music and reading. She was a devoted mother and 
grandmother and a cheerful supportive companion to her friends. She attended the

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 

FIRE CALLS 1993 During the last five weeks of the year we received 24 calls - 

{ car fire, 5 chimney fires, 1 bathroom heater on fire, 1 cooker fire, 1 call to 
overhead power cables on fire, 1 barn fire, 1 small fire at Banbury Moat House, 

1 rubbish fire, 1 greenhouse fire, 4 false alarms with good intent, 5 false alarms 
on automatic systems and 2 calls to stand by at other stations. This brings the 
year's total to 219, which is 35 fewer than 1992, 

FIRE CALLS 1994 The new year has started off quite hectic, with 18 calle in 20 
deys ~- 5 chimney fires, 1 fire at Evenley Hall, 1 road traffic accident, 1 bedroom 
fire, 1 call to flooding, 1 call to East St, Fritwell, when a surge in the 
electricity mains caused problems in several houses, 1 call to a hoax bomb 
incident, 5 false alarms with good intent, 1.false alarm electrical defect, and 

1 call to stand by at Bicester Fire station. 

RECRUITING We are still desperate for more personnel, particularly anyone who 
could give day cover. Richard Boss has left us, because he no longer lives in the 
village. Richard Powell has only 12 months to go before he reaches the Fire Service 
retirement age. Some other station personnel have other things in the pipeline 
which, should they materialise,- could see the station without anyone to respond in 
the daytime with the exception of Carol Shirley who has been off on medical grounds 
for some considerable time, but is now about to start on a short re-familiarisation 
course. So anyone tan see we really are desperate for recruits. Perhaps there are 
men or women who are interested but may think they are not suitable. If this is the 
case, please come along to see us and let us see if you would be suitable or not. 
FIRE HYDRANTS Once again I am alarmed at the number of people who are parking 
their cars on top of fire hydrants or immediately adjacent to them, rendering them 
unusable. Hydrants are easily distinguished by the yellow and black marker posts 
and the hydrant covers themselves are painted yellow. If we were to need to connect 
up to a hydrant but couldn't because it was obstructed by a vehicle, then valuable 
minutes could be lost running out hoses to the next neares} hydrant. There are 2 
hydrants close to each other which are permanently obstructed, one to the left hand 
side of the main gate to Castle House in the Bull Ring, and the other in front of 
the Red Lion. Should we need one of these but were unable to get to it, then the 
alternatives would be either at the bus stop in the Horsefair or at the bottom end. 
of the large green in front of Cromwell House. So motorists, please look before you 
park and perhaps the premises where employees come from outside the village, and 
therefore may not see this report, could display a notice in a prominent place 
asking their employees to look before they park. Remember, it could be their 
premises we might require water for.

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS. AGO

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of Pebeuaey 1844, 


STH FEBRUARY Holford & Willy went by 
coach to Banbury and walked back. I sent 
for the shepherd to reprimand him for 
coming home from Banbury Market on 
Thursday last very tipsy. 

6TH FEBRUARY Wrote to our friend Lord 
Eldon congratulating him on his speech 
the other day in moving the address in 
the house of Lords to the’ Queen on the 
opening of Parliament. Wrote about 
getting Johnny into Marlborough School 
with his brother. We heard from our 
darling Betsie - she mentioned having 
seen our dear little Bobby and she was 
sorry to say he did not like school. 
7TH FEBRUARY I started from hame for 
Marlborough School with Willy, he was 
very dull poor little fellow and wept a 
good deal. 

8TH FEBRUARY Holford went to school 
today, to Mr Faithful's of Lower 
Heyford. 


19TH FEBRUARY Attended a meeting of 
the Turnpike Trustees at the Fox Inn, 
North Aston. Wrote an order for a man 
from Clifton to go to the Infirmary, 
Oxford, - as an Inpatient on my 
recommendation. 

29TH FEBRUARY Went up to Mr Field's 
office [the solicitor] this evening to 
hear a case of felony against a man from 
Ledwell for stealing an old fashioned 
mahogany tea caddy containing nearly £20 
in silver besides some copper, committed 
him for trial at the Assizes next week. 
The wife of the man was the thief in the 
first instance, but he afterwards hid 
the caddy in a ditch in a field under 


' some bricks. In a moment of remorse he 


confessed this to the policeman, who 
went with the owners of the stolen caddy 
and found it as the prisoner had 
directed them they would, empty and 
broken open.

MORE ABOUT DEDDINGTON SCHOOL 


If you have followed the diaries of the 
Rev Cotton Risley, you will know that in 
1844 he dispatched his ‘darling Betsie' 
and “dear little Bobby’ to be educated 
near Brighton. 

In fact there is a long tradition of 
schooling in Deddington, and for the 
benefit of new families, here is an 
extract fram school records. ‘ 


In the reign of Edward VI (1547-53) 
the Royal Commissioners reported that 
The Towne of Deddingtan is parcell of 
the Duchie of Lancastre. The said 
William Burtan ys a good scholemaster 
and Bryngyth up yough very well in 
learning. 

Shortly afterwards, Sir Thams Pope 
proposed to establish a Free School 
here, and in 1555 made an agreement 
with Trinity College to provide a 
Schoolmaster and Usher for it, who 
would teach Gramer & humanitie. 

More than a hundred years later, in 
1672, there was a school opened in the 
Church on 15 February, wherein William 
Kumpster, Parish Clerk, was to be 
schoolmaster. In 1730 it was reported 
that there was a-school provided at 
private expense to take sixteen boys 
and sixteen girls. In 1814 a National 
Society of Deddington was formed, and 
in October of that year two schools

were opened, for forty boys and forty 
girls. By 1851 expansion was needed, 
and Dr Wilson of Worton (he was also 
instrumental in the building of the 
Church at Hempton, and was later first 
Bishop of Calcutta) gave a site for a 
new school. This proved unsuitable, . 
and it was sold for £85 and the money 
put towards building the present 
school on a site given by Mr WC 
Cartwright. The foundation stone was 
laid on 10 March 1853, and the school 
opened on 6 January 1854. 
Note the past lack of bias in pupil 
numbers: childhood liberty was equally 
redirected to the fraternity of the hard 
school bench. 


- The core of the present school building 


was 140 years old this January. The 
school looks in good shape and the 
playground, scattered with scarlet 
uniform jumpers, offers a cheerful sight 
at break times. Headmaster John Moffitt 
and team continue a sound tradition. 
This term the roll is almost at capacity 
with 73 boys and 66 girls sharing a 
commensense curriculum. Maximum numbers 
will be reached in the summer term. 
When many villages are losing or have 
lest their primary schools, we are 
fortunate that ours flourishes. Long 
may it do so.
